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Clyde Dishinger was seriously and 
perhaps fatally injured this rooming 
shortly after seven o’clock, when the 
hand car on which he and his fellow 
section men, W alter and Frank Dish­ 
inger, were riding, was run down by 
a Big Four work train about a mile 
north of the city. 
The accident was 
a peculiar one and that all the men 
were not killed is 
considered mirac­ 
ulous. 


Clyde was the worst injured of the 
three and for a time it was feared he 
had suffered a fractured skull, but 
later developments showed that such 
was not the ease. 
He was rendered 
unconscious and 
remained 
so for 
many hours and at a late hour this 
afternoon was iii a semi-stupor. 
He 
received a heavy blow on the head 
and the scalp was torn loose from the 
forehead to the 
back 
part of the 
head. 
A deep eat was inflicted over 
his left eye and his body was badly 
bruised. 
Mr. Dishinger was removed I 
to his home, 830 Forth Arthur street I 
where he was attended by Dr. J. C. 
Beton and Dr. J. G. Lewis. 
At first 
the physicians expressed little hope 
for Ids recovery as it was believed 
the skull was fractured. It was later 
found that such was not the case, and 
unless something unexpected devel­ 
ops. it is alated that he has a good 
chance of recovery. The other two 
men escaped with only a few bruises. 
The accident occurred on a curve 
in the railroad about one mile north 
of the city.

CHICAGO PACKERS ARE IN DAO 


Ten Days' Investigation cf Conditions 


Surrounding Food Supply of T erre 
Haute, 
Revealed 
Som ething 
Like 
Four Hundred Violations of the State 
P u re Food Law, and Prosecution cf 
Chicago Packing Firm s Will Follow. 


Terre Haute, Iud., Nt»v. 16.—After 
ten days’ investigation by the local 
prosecutor and an agent of the Indi­ 
ana pure food department, it is an­ 
nounced that something like 400 vio­ 
lations of the pure food law have been 
committed here by Chicago packing 
firms and indictments have been se­ 
cured against them. 
The information 
on which the indictments are based 
was gained from local dealers when 
confronted with the sale of impure 
foods or foods not labeled according 
to law. It is said that during the last 
few weeks more than 10,000 dozen of 
storage eggs have been shipped into 
the local market by outside firms and 
corporations and have been sold as 
the fresh article at enormous profit. 
Two local dealers have pleaded guilty 
to selling unlabeled storage eggs and 
paid fines.

Muncie, Ind., Nov. 16.—From fifty to 
seventy-five Muncie, women, some of 
them prominent, are said to have con­ 
tributed to a foreign looking man 
wearing a black goatee, about $1,000 
in the last week or ten days, in order 
to learn how to be a “French tailor.” 
The stranger, with a French accent, 
represented himself to be a Parisian 
tailor, and evidently he knew some­ 
thing about women’s tailoring, for he 
formed classes here and succeeded in 
impressing Muncie women in their 
first lesson that he was able to make 
a Worth cr Paquin out of any of them 
in a course of lessons.
